Echoing through 
the hall 

Users of Old Pelham Town Hall have 
sounded off about Its acoustics. 

Since renovations last year, which 
included raising the ceiling, echoing, 
they said, has made the hall unusable 
for their activities. 

In response, facilities manager Kim 
Holland, after consulting an acoustics 
specialist, recommended in a report 
to council Monday installation of 
acoustical panels. 

“The panels are installed where 
acoustical absorption is required while 
not disrupting the style of the room, by 
using a ‘soft drywall' look," Holland said 
in her report. 

“These panels are typically used 
in conference rooms, auditoriums, 
churches, entryways and similar 

A town request for proposals drew 


one company's response. It offered 
two options: solid panels for $31,672, 
or fabric panels for $24,670 in the 
main hall and fabric for $2,603 in the 
seniors room. 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi 
suggested last week the solid panels 
option to ensure sound is controlled 
and maintenance limited. 

Town council Monday supported 
the first option, pointing out the work 
should be done quickly. 

The hall is well used in December, 
said Mayor Dave Augustyn.

Freedom does not happen on its own

ay this year, I was reminded of part of 
my family's trip to Europe last spring. 

On May 5 we made our way to 
Wageningen, in southern Holland. That’s 
where 70 years before German Gen. 
Blaskowitz surrendered to Canadian Gen. 
Foulkes, officially ending the war in the 
Netherlands. 

Being the 70th anniversary, Wageningen 
hosted a huge liberation parade and festival 
including hundreds of Allied veteran soldiers 
(including 70 Second World War vets from 
Canada), marching bands from various Allied 
nations (including the Burlington Teen Tom- 


Band), and current troops and cadets. It was 
amazing to be among the thousands and 
thousands who lined the parade route — at 
least five or six people deep — and cheer 
each of the veterans as they passed by in vin¬ 
tage vehicles. 

We knew that among those Canadian 
veterans was Jim Summersides, a member 
of Royal Canadian Legion Branch 613 in 
Fonthill and a frequent Remembrance Day 
participant in Pelham. 

It wasn't easy finding him from among 
the hundreds of vets sheltered under several 
structural tents at the parade-start. You 
see, Summersides wasn't with the other 
Canadian veterans because he was among 
eight veterans speaking with Canada's prime 
minister. He was telling the PM about the 


Congressional Gold Medal (that he kept in 
his pocket) awarded in February 2015 for 
his service and determination during the 

American Special Forces unit 

After meeting Summersides, I noticed two 
huge banners surrounding one of the three 
Wageningen music stages. Loosely translated, 
one banner read "Freedom is something we 
celebrate together.” The other: “Freedom 
does not happen on its own.” 

These are appropriate words this week. 

During our Remembrance Day commemo¬ 
rations we celebrate together our many free¬ 
doms — the freedom to express ourselves, to 
participate in cultural, religious, and political 
activities, to come and go as we please, and to 
pursue a safe and happy life. 


And, we also recognize the words on the 
second banner: that our freedoms did not 
happen on their own. Rather, our freedoms 
are due to the sacrifices of Veterans and 
of those members of the Canadian Armed 
Forces who serve today. They sacrificed their 
futures and continue to make those sacrifices 
so that our future might be free and might be 
one of peace and happiness. 

As we celebrate our freedoms together and 
commemorate Remembrance Day 2015, let 
us be thankful. Let us never forget And let us 
remember freedom does not happen on its own.

T he Algoma Montrealais came down 
the Welland Canal for the final dme on 
Dec. 27,2014. 

The ship had been using the waterway 
since 1962 but was headed into retirement 
when the voyage ended. 

Originally known as Montrealais, the 
vessel served in both the Papachristidis and 
Upper Lakes Shipping fleets. It was built, in 
two sections, at Montreal and joined on the 
Champlain Drydock at Lauzon, Que. 

Montrealais survived several scrapes over 
the years but the worst was a head-on colli¬ 
sion with Algobay on the foggy St. Clair River 
on June 25,1980. The massive bow damage 
was repaired at Port Weller Dry Docks and 
the work cost in the range of $1 million. 

The 222.5-metre-long vessel joined the 
Algoma fleet in 2011 and was renamed 
Algoma Montrealais the following year. It 
was the last steam-powered freighter operat¬ 
ing on the Canadian side of the Great Lakes 
when it was retired. 

The ship has been sold to Turkish ship- 
breakers and arrived, under tow, at Aliaga, 
on July 10,2015. It has been broken up for 
scrap.
